Office Action Summary 
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1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR1.83(a) as failing to show a 
cut (7 or 17) which does not penetrate the sheet -like thermoformed body, as . 
required by claim 1 and as described on page 6, lines 8-10 and on page 8, 
lines 12-14. Figures 2, 4, 5 and 6 all show penetration into the 
thermoformed body. Correction is required in response to this Office action 
without adding new matter to the drawings. 

2. Claims 1-6 are finally rejected \ander 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 
1, line 17, there is no antecedent basis for "the reverse face thereof". 
Moreover, the amendment by Applicant changed "a" to "the" in the limitation 
making it unclear whether the reverse face particularly claimed in that line 
is with respect the laminated film or the thermoformed sheet -like body. 

Claim 6 is indefinite as including an indefinite double recitation of 
the polyethylene terephthalate film layer and the blend-material film layer 
alrieady called for in claim 1 {from which claim 6 depends), making it clear 
how many of each of these layers there are. 

3. The "reverse face" in claim 1, line 17 has been interpreted by the 
examiner to be the face of the laminated film that is not facing toward the 
thermoformed body 1 since such an interpretation would appear to be 
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consistent with the implied direction of the previous claim recitation of the 
word "reverse" {regarding a face of the thermoformed body) . 

4. Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112. 

5. Applicant's arguments regarding the claims have been fully considered 
but they are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection. 
Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE PINAL. See M.P.E.P. § 706.07(a). Applicant 
is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 C.F.R.
